Two  PURPOSES  emerged  in  the  creation  of  yonr 
1941  Interlachen.  First,  to  captnre  the  true 
spirit  of  a  campus  that  not  only  has  become  in- 
fused with  the  dynamics  of  a  modern  age,  but  has 
kept  its  heart  near  the  source  of  all  Beauty  and 
Wisdom,  even  as  it  constantly  finds  new  ways  of 
giving  expression  to  the  Truth  it  discovers. 

Second,  to  depict  the  individual  growth  that 
takes  place  as  a  concentric  phase  of  the  larger  move- 
ment. To  achieve  this  end,  we  have  cliosen  to  re- 
discover the  natural  beauty  resident  on  our  campus, 
using  the  Tree  and  its  various  stages  of  growth  and 
fruitfulness  to  parallel  the  development  of  the 
student.  Entering  as  a  yoinig  twig  on  which  are 
budded  the  shoots  of  Awareness,  this  young  plant, 
as  it  grows,  has  the  branches  of  Knowledge  grafted 
to  its  trunk,  while  later  dead  and  useless  limbs  are 
pruned  away.  Finally  the  golden  I'niit  of  our  Tree 
of  Life  goes  out  to  bring  new  happiness  and  new 
values  to  the  world  beyond  the  boundaries  of  our 
campus.  Binding  all  into  one  whole  is  the  wood- 
grain  cover  of  Character.  And  with  this  Bunvan-like 
interpretation,  we  commend  it  to  you  who  made  it. 
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IN  THE  MYTHOLOGY  of  almost  every  ancient  race 
the  Tree  has  stood  as  a  sacred  Symbol  of  Life. 
Viewed  variously  as  the  hearer  of  Life's  fruit, 
as  the  shellerer  and  protector  of  early  man,  as  his 
natural  temple  wherein  he  worshipped  whatever 
Gods  were  known  to  his  primitive  mind,  this  eternal 
Yggdrasil  of  the  ancient  Germans,  Tree  of  Life  of 
Hebrew  tradition  and  Egyptian  folklore,  has  be- 
come today  the  Cloven  Oak  of  England,  battered 
and  scarred  symbol  of  the  fight  for  Justice  and 
Truth. 

Yet,  as  Time  has  placed  its  indelible  mark  upon 
this  age  and  upon  this  year,  we  turn  again  to  the
